PLEASE READ BEFORE ORDERING 


Orders for Less Than $1.00 Must Be Accompanied by Sufficient Postage 


The different sizes will be designated as follows: L. for large, M. for 
medium, S. for small, and Blts. for bulblets. Large and medium bulbs 
are always of blooming sizes and many of the small ones will veo and 
will make the best of bulbs for the next season. 


I would mention that there are a few varieties that do not make very 
large bulbs. M. size, in other words, would be a good size for a few of 
these varieties. 

That does not mean that these varieties may not be very choice. I hap- 
pen to know that the sweepstake spike at the State Show at Rochester in 
1937 was produced from a bulb of but little more than 1 inch in diameter. - 


To avoid disappointment you should get your order in reasonably early, 
especially if you are going to order some of the newer varieties, as many 
of these are limited in quantity. We will accept your C. O. D. order for 
future delivery. We do not substitute unless we give better value. 

All orders of $1.00 or over will be prepaid anywhere i in U.S. Ax Tam 
giving no discounts on these prices but I do try to give all customers a 
pleasant surprise. Of course, we can give wholesale quotations on large 
lots. Please send list of just what you want for estimates. The larger 
your order, the more extras you will receive. 

Quotations are usually made three at the dozen rate, as we cannot 
afford to put up single items for less than 10c. So you get the benefit of » 
the dozen rate whether you order three, six, nine or twelve. Where 
priced singly, multiply by 10 for dozen rate. -

CAROLINE WERNER GANNETT (1938) 


I am sure that anyone who has seen this glad will deem it to be worthy 
to be head of the giant class. It, having won its final award in the seed- 
ling class of the E. S. G. S. (Award of Merit), is now on its way to other 
places. Color—medium rose, with large cherry-red blotch, outer petals 
flaked lavender. Its round flowers are from 7 to 8 inches in diameter 
and from 9 to 11 out on a spike, strong enough to stand erect under its 
immense load. Placement and substance are of the best. We shipped a 
bulblet spike to Spring Green, Wisconsin, last year and this is what Mr. 
Lins of the Trial Gardens says, “Received spike of this from bulblet by 
mail while at Legion Convention. Lay around two days before my re- 
turn. Placed in water, opened nine large blooms in excellent condition. 
Certainly a show spike.” Produces a good fair quantity of bulblets that 
grow about 100 per cent. Holloway Dream Gardens of Henry, Nebraska, 
report that 25 Caroline W. Gannett out of 26 bulblets gave satisfactory 
growth. Prices this year are $10 each for any size bulbs and $1 each for 
bulblets. We include directions for growing these bulblets to large and’ 
medium size in one season. We have had a large percentage of them 
bloom from bulblets when grown according to these directions, and you 
wouldn’t believe that they were grown from bulblets either.
